Uneasy Truce 


From V. J. day to the middle 
of 1946, there was an uneasy 


truce in China. When at last 
Chiang Inunched his offensive, 
there were many who pro- 
phesied the final elimination of 
the Communists. The Kuomin- 
tang had at its disposal some 
two million first-line troops, 
backed by nearly two million of 
lesser quality. The U.S. Air 
Corps obligingly flew thousands 
to strategic areas In Manchuria 
The Soviet 
Government dutifully handed 
over to the Kuomintang the 
towns it had captured from the 
Japanese. It was gencrally 
agreed that Chiang’s forces had 
‘a flying start. 

The first phase of the offensive 
went well, By January, 1947, 
Chiang had captured 165 towns ond 
200,000 square kilometres of ter- 
ritory. American advisors noted, 
however, that no large bodies of 
enemy troops had been destroyed, 
and .thut territorial gains wero 
heavily paid for; just about half 


Chiang’s first-line troops were put 
out of action. * 
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The first six months of 1947 saw 
a gradual change in the balance of 
power, The Kuomintang -armles 
began to lose more territory and 
towns than they coptured, and their 
offensive turned to n tactical defen- 
sive. 7 

In June, 1947, the Communist 
armics under General Liu Po-chen, 
Inunched an offensive across the 
Yellow River and penetrated for the 
first time deep into, Kuomintang

territory. Their avowed intention 
was to Ilberate all China north of 
the Yangtse River. Chiang had kept 
the majority of his 248 divisions in 
the North and in) Manchuria, and 
had left the vital provinces of Cen- 
tral and South China bare. Many 
of his reserves were out of reach 
either In the West or the South. A 
wholesale regrouping of forces was 
necessary, and, by the time it was 
finished the Communist troops had 
reached the Yangtse. 

This offensive was by no means 
an cnsy victory. The best troop 
of the Kuomintang have a_ con 
siderable tradition of military’ 
eMciency. They have been trained 
for years, firstly by German and 
later by American military missions, 
and it fs only in the last elghteen 
months that they have been engared

HE Communists now claim, to 
Possess o regular force of two 
milllon men, and have a large num- 
ber of recruits tralning in Manchuria. 
Armament on the communist side is 
inferior to the Kuomintang, and con- 
sists mainly of old Japanese weapons 
and captured American’ equipment. 

The militia and local regular 
troops carry out guerilla and harrass- 
ing tactics against the enemy, and 
occasional "mobile" operations 
efainst defined objectives.

Dr. Kileckner sald that In- 
discriminate usc of benadry!, 
pyribenzamine and anthallan “should 
be discournged because of the severe 
side reactions encountered, particu- 
larly with benadryl and 
pyribenzamine.” He sald that 
further studies of all three drugs 
should be mnde. ,

- whieh had ‘not functioned since the 
Russian walkout from the Allied 
Control Council. 

It will enable the Western orcupy- 
Ing. powers to resume the fulfilment 
of their obligations both to the coun- 
tries represented on the Inter-Allicd 
Reparations Agency and to Russia 
and Poland, who are entitled _ to 
separate deliveries’ from the Western 
Zones under the Potsdam  Agree- 
ment, 

The Western powers have de- 
clded that reparations obligations to 
Soviet Russia should continue to be 
honoured In the same way as those 
to the other reparations creditors 
even after breakdown of the four- 
power machinery. 

RUSSIAN POSITION 

But the Russlan posttion may be 
s affected by the fact that any “bids” 
for specific plants scheduled for dis- 
mantling will now have to be made 
to three-power committees on whieh 
Russia is not represented, 

The new, move means a recogni- 
tlon of the insistence by France and 
the other members of tho Agency 
that deliveries showld be speeded up 
in the interest of European recovery. 

It also means a rejection of the 
plea strongly advocated in the 
United States and, to o lesser extent, 
In Britain, that, In the changed cqn- 
dilions, dismantling should elther be 
stopped altogether or confined to 
‘plants required by Western countries, 

Any new allocations will continue 
to be based on the list of plants 
declared surplus to the revised level 
of industry which was announced 
last summer.—Reuter. ‘
